WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress has voted to discard the 
national origins quota system of 
immigration and to substitute a 
policy of accepting immigrants 
regardless of their place of 
birth. 
But unlike the House, the Sen­ 
ate in passing the immigration 
bill by a 76-18 vote yesterday 
put a ceiling for the first time 
on immigration from Western 
Hemisphere nations. 
It now will be up to a Senate- 
House Conference Committee to 
work out this key difference in 
the bills. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., floor manager of the 
measure in 
the Senate, told 
newsmen it might be possible to 
reach a compromise that would 
permit the President to raise 
the Western Hemisphere ceiling 
if he found this vital to the na­ 
tional interest. 
The scrapping of the national 
origins quota system has long 
been sought by those who con­ 
tend it discriminates in favor of 
northern 
and 
western 
Euro­ 
peans and 
makes an 
immi­ 
grant’s place of birth more im- 
xirtant than what he may con­ 
tribute to the United States.

Under the system, adopted in 
1924, immigration quotas are 
assigned to nations outside the 
Western Hemisphere on the ba­ 
sis of the national origins of the 
U.S. population in 1920.

sphere, with a limit of 20,000 
from any single country. 
The ceiling for Canada, Mexi­ 
co and other nations in this 
hemisphere, beginning July 1, 
1968. would be 120.000 without 
any country-by-country limita­ 
tion.

“When democratic national­ 
ism is thwarted or strangled, it 
becomes a breeding ground for 
communism. I am certain the 
use of force by the United States 
in the Dominican Republic will 
produce more Communists in 
Santo Domingo and in Latin 
America than all the propagan­ 
da of Russia, China and Cuba 
combined.”

tration item — home rule for 
the District of Columbia. 
The wage bill, which cleared 
the House Education and Labor 
Committee 
last 
month, 
was 
blocked from normal access to 
the floor by the House Rules 
Committee. 
Instead, it is advancing under 
a procedure that permits it to 
be called up only on the second 
and fourth Mondays of any 
month. And yesterday, House 
Speaker John W. McCormack, 
D-Mass., announced he has no 
intention of calling it up next 
Monday. 
That day has been set aside 
for consideration of the home 
rule bill, McCormack said, “and 
I don’t want to confuse the issue 
by calling up anything else.” 
If the bill is not brought up 
Monday, then Oct. 11 is the next 
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possible date. And by Oct. 11 
Congress either will have ad­ 
journed or will be moving to­ 
ward adjournment. The Senate 
las held only preliminary hear­ 
ings. 
The bill would raise the $1.25 
minimum to $1.75 by 1968 for 
29.6 million workers now cov­ 
ered. It would also extend cov­ 
erage for the first time to 7.9 
million farm and small business 
workers. Farm workers would 
be paid a minimum of $1.25 
hourly by 1968 and newly cov­ 
ered workers would reach the 
$1.75 level by 1970.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate trimmed an additional 
$50 million from the $3 billion- 
plus foreign aid money bill to­ 
day and pressed on toward a 
final vote. 
The $50-million cut was through 
adoption by a 45-35 vote of an 
amendment proposed by Sen. 
Leverett Saltonstall, R-Mass, It 
brought Senate slashes in the 
House-passed bill to $142 mil­ 
lion,

The amendment trimmed $20 
million each from the technical 
cooperation and support assist­ 
ance programs, and $10 million 
from aid to international organ­ 
izations.

State Won't Pay 
County's Claim 
Over Dam Break 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) - The 
state board of control had denied 
a $250,000 claim against the state 
by the Placer County water 
agency because of the breech 
of the Hell Hole dam during last 
December’s flood storms. 
The agency said it was the 
target of a number of suits be­ 
cause the dam broke and asked 
the state to indemnify it. 
The board also denied a series 
of claims totaling some $275,000 


from persons who had paid the 
state for costs of care of pa­ 
tients in mental hospitals. The 
state supreme court, in the 
Kirchner decision, has ruled that 
the section of law providing for 
collection of costs or patients 
care in state institutions was 
unconstitutional. 
The claims denied by the 
board were for care costs paid 
before the decision was handed 
down by the court. The board 
said it would be up to the courts 
to decide if the state was liable 
for costs paid before the law 
was held unconstitutional.

Low Cost Insurance 
Approved For Forces 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House completed congressional 
action today on a bill to allow 
members of the armed forces to 
buy a $10,000 group life insur­ 
ance policy for as little as $2 a 
month.

City Official's Residence Argued 
By Radio Panel-No Conclusion 


Four radio speakers argued to 
a standstill today on whether 
a city m anager or administrator 
should be required to live within 
the city limits. 
They spoke on Kitty Oppen- 
heimer’s 
“ M^rin 
S o u n d i n g 
Board” program on radio station 
KTIM. The discussion will be 
re-broadcast from a recording 
on Sunday at 12:30 p.m. 
San Anselmo City Councilman 
Cedric E. Clute and Valmar A. 
Schaaf, a civil engineer living 
in San Anselmo, insisted that a 
city manager should be given 
leeway in picking his home. 
Mrs. John West, vice presi­ 
dent of the San Anselmo Homes 
Assn . 
and 
Mill 
Valley 
City 
Councilman Joseph E. Sheeks 
said they prefer to have a city 
manager live within the city. 
“ I don’t think anyone should 
be required to live in the city,” 
said Clute. ‘‘It’s entirely up to 
the individual.” However, Clute 
agreed that city councilmen, who 
are elected by the people, should 
live in the city. 
Clute cited the difficulties of 
finding housing because of rapid 
population growth. He said city 
boundaries are undefined and 
strict 
residence 
requirement 
would serve no useful purpose. 
Schaaf made these points: 
1. A city manager administers 
but does not set policy. Many 
of them move on to other jobs 
after a relatively short time. 
2. A city manager might have 
preference for schools for his 
children or climate better suit­ 
ed for his family’s health. 
.1. Living 
within 
the 
city 


boundaries does not necessarily 
mean better identification with 
the city. 
4. Living 
in 
the city may 
sometimes have disadvantages. 
A city manager may develop 
strong feelings or get pressures 
from neighbors contrary to the 
policy of the city council. 
Mrs. West said she feels a 
city manager or administrator 
should be affected by the deci­ 
sions he makes. 
‘‘If a disaster occurred during 
commute hours, San Anselmo 
would have to get along without 
him for hours.” she declared, 
referring to City Administrator 
Douglas Flautt’s residence in 
the Terra Linda section of San 
Rafael. 
She said city officials down 
to the department head level 
should live in the city. Public 
resentment in San Anselmo over 
the city adm inistrator’s living in 
Terra Linda developed because 
the man responsible for admin­ 
istering the ordinances was him­ 
self disobeying the residency 
requirement, said Mrs. West. 
Sheeks listed these reasons for 
having the city manager live in 
the city: 
1. Living in makes for quicker 
identification with the city. Pay­ 
ing city taxes and driving over 
city streets makes him immedi­ 
ately aware of what Jhe resi­ 
dents face. 
2. In case of disasters, the city 
m anager should be immediately 
available to take charge. 
During the question period, 
one radio listener asked: 
‘‘Wouldn’t it be like a father 


leaving home and taking a hotel 
room?” 
“I don’t want a city manager 
fathering me,” replied Schaaf.

U.S. Soldiers Besiege Red 
Fortifications In Hot Battle 


Terra Linda Teen Room 
To Open, No Date Set 


BIEN HOA, Viet Nam (AP) - 
A com pany of the U.S. Arm y’s 
1st Infantry Division — the Big 
Red 1 — assaulted a seemingly 
Im pregnable Viet Cong bunker 
system today in a bloody fight 
less than 40 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 
At least 12 Americans were 
Wounded. 
The brunt of the fighting was 
borne by two platoons of Alpha 
Company, 2nd Battalion. 16th 
Infantry Regiment, in the en­ 
counter that began shortly after 
noon. 
S.Sgt. Frank Champlin of the 
1st Platoon said: 
“ I saw some bunkers in Korea, 
but I ’ve never seen anything 
like these. In Korea, you could 
see them on the sides of the hills 
and go after them. But this one 
was dug in and camouflaged so 
well that we couldn’t see what 
we were doing.” 
Champlin was lying flat on the 
ground to avoid heavy sniper 
fire as he awaited a medical 


evacuation helicopter. He had 
been shot in the foot. 
Champlin. from M arina. Calif., 
said: ‘‘I didn’t want to leave. I 
thought I’d be okay, because this 
is nothing more than a scratch 
but the foot started to swell and 
I couldn’t get around on it.” 
The Big Red 1 had captured 
a Viet Cong deserter earlier this 
week and he led Alpha Company 
right to the bunker system. The 
deserter tried to talk the inhabit­ 
ants of the system — estim ated 
by officers at platoon-size—into 
surrendering. They replied with 
a blast of autom atic weapons 
fire. 
The Viet Cong had an anti - 
personnel mine field set up in 
front of their fortification. The 
first U.S. casualties occurred as 
Viet Cong touched off the mines 
electrically.

bunkers and some snipers in the 
area, 
Champlin described what hap­ 
pened then: 
“ Beck—he’s my boy—got to 
within 20 m eters of the bunker 
when he was hit in the face and 
chest by a mine and shot in the 
eg by a bullet. It knocked him 
down but he still gave ’em a 
blast from the flam e throw er.” 


Beck’s com rades dragged him 
away and called for the m edics. 
At the sam e time several other 
U.S. soldiers were shot. 
The Infantry called for air 
help. The soldiers pulled back 
and Air Force Skyraiders dive- 
bombed the bunker with 750 - 
pound bombs, napalm and m a­ 
chine gun fire.

Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict revenue from sale of water 
in the last fiscal year was $2,- 
912,479, an increase of $174,557 
or nearly six and one-half per­ 
cent over the year before. 
General Manager William R. 
Seeger quoted these figures to 
the district board yesterday in 
his fourth quarter report for 
the 1964-65 fiscal year.

It was the final scheduled ap­ 
pearance in Milwaukee for the 
fifth-place Braves, who plan to 
migrate to Atlanta next season 
in search of the fabled riches of 
the southland. 
But the fans who braved 50- 
degree temperatures to watch 
the last home game, weren’t 
thinking of 1966. Forgotten was 
the bitterness that resulted in 


sullen 
silence 
and 
slender 
crowds at most of the Braves’ 
Milwaukee games this season. 
Instead, it was the memory of 
the Boston-bred Braves’ 13 sea­ 
sons in Milwaukee that sent up 
waves of thunderous applause 
from every occupied corner of 
the ball park last night. 
“It shook the heck out of m e.’’ 
said Eddie Mathews, whom the 
fans cheered until they were

AUBURN (AP)—Hunt pheas­ 
ants, quail and deer all in the 
same day, with maybe some 
bass fishing thrown in? 
It isn’t likely the average 
sportsman could do it all in one 
day. 
But it’s possible at a unique 
new shooting preserve in the 
pine and oak country off State 
Highway 49 in the Sierra foot­ 
hills north of Auburn. 
It’s the Quail Valley Shooting 
preserve, 3,254 acres of natural 
quail and deer habitat and cul­ 
tivated pheasant fields resem­ 
bling those of the Sacramento 
Valley. 
There are also fish ponds, trap 
and skeet facilities and jeep 
roads to take the deer and quail 
hunters to the back country. 
Ray Conway, a Grass Valley 
man 
who 
has 
been 
raising 
pheasants and other game birds 
for 26 years, is the developer. 
The pheasants, which roam 200 


acres of grassy meadows criss­ 
crossed by 12 - foot mowed 
swaths, are planted, but Conway 
thinks the birds will catch on 
and natural reproduction will 
bolster the planted birds. 
The quail are natives, but 
Conway’s plan is to keep pop­ 
ulations high by “ f a r m i n g” 
quail. Brush has been cut and 
stacked for cover, and new 
brush has been planted in some 
areas. Small springs have been 
developed, and water brought in 
through small ditches to pro­ 
vide watering the way quail 
seem to prefer it. 
This writer hunted the pheas­ 
ant area with Kirk Duvaney, 
veteran manager of clubs in 
the 
Sacramento 
Valley, 
and 
toured the rest of the area in a 
utility vehicle. 
The two-vehicle party jumped 
more than 30 deer and hundreds 
of quail in a swing around the 
borders. At least eight bucks 
were among the deer, including 


one string of three big ones. 
Game managers agree that the 
private club is coming more into 
its own as available public hunt­ 
ing land of any quality gets 
harder to find. The concept of 
“farming” game and providing 
added recreational facilities de­ 
signed for the whole family is a 
growing one in California. 
At Quail Valley, a Winchester 
franchised trap and skeet range 
overlooks the pheasant cover. 
The quail - laden hills surround 
the central facilities. 
As is the rule in similar clubs 
already in operation or planned, 
there are separate memberships 
for pigeon, quail, pheasant and 
deer hunters or one high priced 
all - inclusive membership. For 
the present, at least, there also 
is day shooting for pheasants at 
$32 and quail for $50. The year­ 
long quail membership is $506— 
about the going rate at similar 
operations. 
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Indian Envoy Seeks More Arms 


Against Communist Chinese Peril

WASHINGTON (API - In­ 
dian Ambassador B. K. Nehru 
said today his country faces a 
long-term threat from Red Chi­ 
na and the United States should 
resume military aid shipments 
— without waiting for some new 
Chinese pressure — in order to 
strengthen 
Indian 
defenses 
against that threat. 


Nehru also told The Associat­ 
ed Press in an interview that 
the use of American-supplied 
arms by Pakistan in its war 
with India “ has caused ill feel­ 
ing“ in his country toward the 
United States. 
And. Nehru claimed. Pakistan 
has lost the war with India. 
Hostilities were halted early 
this morning by a cease-fire. 
So far as India is concerned. 
Nehru said, the main result of 
the fighting has been to harden 
India's determination to hold on 
to the disputed territory of 
Kashmir. He virtually ruled out 
trying to solve the Kashmir 
problem through a plebiscite, 
saying, “ We are not prepared 
any longer — after 18 years — 
to regard a solution proposed 18 
years ago as being the correct 
solution of this problem" 
In 1947, Viscount Mountbat- 
ten, then India’s governor gen­ 
eral. pledged a plebiscite when 
peace in then disrupted Kash­ 
mir was restored. 
While making these points, 
Nehru ridiculed Red China’s 
assertion that India had yielded 
to its ultimatum of last week 
and destroyed 56 military posi­ 
tions in the Himalayan border 
region. 
He 
renewed 
India's 
charge that the Chinese Com­ 
munists acted in collusion with 
Pakistan to divert Indian forces 
from the Pakistan warfront to 
the Chinese frontier. The collu­ 
sion charge had been angrily 
denied by Pakistani spokesmen. 


The United States suspended 
military aid shipments to both 
India and Pakistan earlier this 
month. When Red China began

threatening India and accusing 
it of aggression on the Chinese 
frontier India asked that the 
embargo be lifted. Nehru said 
he was still waiting for a reply. 
“ We would certainly ask the 
United States to resume mili­ 
tary aid to India,” he replied, 
“ irrespective of the Chinese at­ 
tacking us or not at this mo­ 
ment 
because 
the 
long-term 
threat continues. Whether they 
draw back now or not, the long­ 
term threat that India has from 
China will continue for a very 
long time.” 
Nehru then argued that the 
U.S. embargo on arms ship­ 
ments to his country was unjus­ 
tified. 
“ Our contention is that the 
Pakistanis started the war,” he 
said, “ and we are the party that 
has been aggressed against. We 
are defending ourselves. And 


therefore there should never 
have been an arms embargo 
against us. In any case we were 
not using American weapons. 
We have lived up to our prom­ 
ises about the use of these 
arms.” 
In a speech here yesterday 
Pakistan Ambassador Ghulam 
Ahmed said India, not Pakistan, 
was the aggressor. Thus, he 
said, while both India and Pak­ 
istan used U.S.-supplied weap­ 
ons in the fighting, Pakistan did 
not violate its promise to Wash­ 
ington that “ these arms must 
not 
be 
used 
in 
aggression 
against the other side.” 


Nehru was questioned about 
the state of relations between 
India and the United States in 
the light of the U.S. policy of 
neutrality in the India-Pakistan 
war. 
He said these relations had 
been good for a long time and 
that Indians deeply appreciated 
U.S. economic support and U.S. 
help at the time of the Chinese 
] attack in 1962. 
“ The present situation, the 
present attack by Pakistan on 
us, 
however,” 
he 
continued, 
“ we feel could not possibly have 
taken place if the United States 
had not given this enormous 
amount of military aid to Pakis­ 
tan over the last 11 years. It is 
only the possession of these 
arms and weapons that has en­ 
abled Pakistan to mount this 
attack in the hope that it would 
be successful.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - On 
two fronts, state officials an­ 
nounced moves today to fight 
crime through extended use of 
electric computers. 
Attorney General Thomas C. 
Lynch, in an address to the 
state bar, said he is seeking 
$500.000 in federal funds to help 
pay the cost of designing a rapid 
communication and computer 
network for California law en­ 
forcement. 
Richard A. McGee, adminis­ 
trator of the youth and adult 
corrections agency, announced 
Hart of a federally financed re­ 
search project aimed at develop­ 
ing use for high speed comput­ 
ers. First phase of an 16-month 
investigation will be carried out 
under a $140.000 grant from the 
National 
Institute 
of 
Mental 
Health. Bethesda, Md. 
Lynch compared his proposal 
to the air force’s world-wide 
computerized logistics system, 
and in space work. Lynch said 
plans include such sophisticated 
techniques as electronic trans­ 
mission of finger-prints, making 
S a c r a m e n t o files available 
throughout the state. 
‘ The system.” he said, ‘‘in-1 
volves more than simply rec* j 
ord keeping, it involves detec­ 
tion, and even prediction of 
crime. 
“The new network will allow 
law enforcement computers to 
talk to each other, and to send | 
out information in seconds that 
previously took hours to as­ 
semble and transmit."

In the Assembly, at least 15 
or 20 of the 80 members are ex­ 
pected to seek election to the 
new senate districts in Los An­ 
geles, San Diego, Orange, San 
Francisco, Santa Clara, Alame­ 
da and perhaps Sacramento 
counties. 
Election years normally bring 
about a slight turnover, due to 
retirments, and defeats of in­ 
cumbents.

In the Senate, however, many 
of the senators who will be re­ 
placed because of the shift of 
districts from the north to the 
south are veterans who hold 
committee c h a i r m a n s h i p s 
through the seniority system. 
One veteran senator, from a 
metropolitan 
area where 
he 
probably will face no problems 
in reapportionment, has pro- 


posed a partial solution to the 
disorganization which may re­ 
sult in the 1967 session. 
Sen. Luther E. Gibson, D-Val- 
lejo, a senator since 1948, said 
he feels the Senate might give 
seniority status to assemblymen 
of long years experience who 
are elected to the Senate. Gib­ 
son noted the seniority system 
of selecting committee chair­ 
manships and memberships has 
worked well in the Senate. 
"The seniority system pro­ 
vides experienced men to head 
the committees," Gibson said. 
"Also, it prevents committee 
chairmen 
from 
being 
hand 
picked by a particular party 
or individual, and eliminates 
any spoils system from the im­ 
portant committee leadership. 
The Assembly has no seniority 
system, with many chairman be­ 
ing appointed by the Speaker 
after only two years in the leg­ 
islature. 


Beatle haircuts may be "in” 
for the junior set, but they’re

Bare feet were in evidence at 
the University of California dur­ 
ing the four-letter word contro­ 
versy, but they’re forbidden at 
College of Marin. 
Beards may be "camp” but 
they’re banned on campus at 
Novato High School. 
Around Marin, and across the 
nation, schools this year are 
tightening enforcement of rules 
of appearance which, in some 
places, have fallen into dissuse 
and been largely forgotten. 
A case in point is Isabel Cook 
School. A new principal took 
over there this month in the per­ 
son of Donald L. Shaw. When 
school opened, he sent to par­ 
ents a printed notice that boys 
would not be permitted at school 
in tight pants, pointed shoes, 
long hair styles, untucked shirts 
or unbelted pants. 
Some of the boys didn’t take 
the new prinicpal seriously. He 
has taken four of them home for 
repeated violations, proving he 
means business. 
Although many of the young­ 
sters object to the rules, some 
of the parents are all-out boosts 
ers — such as Mrs. William 
Shuit of 51 Alder Avenue, who 
declared: "I think it's wonder­ 
ful. If you look good, you feel 
good, and you act good. There 
really isn’t any reason why 
children should go to school 
looking like hoodlums." 
Similar rules are in effect for 
boys at Davidson Junior High 
School in San Rafael. A school 
handbook says boys must tuck 
their shirts in, and must not 
wear tight-fitting trousers nor 
shoes with high heels. Girls may 
not wear dresses which end 
above the bend of the knee, nor 


wear slacks, shorts, culottes, 
strapless or “spaghetti strap” 
dresses. Girls’ makeup must be 
"very tasteful” if worn at all. 
The rules are not new at 
Davidson, but every year there 
are 
some 
violators, 
admits 
Principal Hanlon P. Tharp. 
At Vallecito School in Dixie 
School 
District, 
the 
Parent- 
Teacher Assn. is backing a new 
set of appearance rules for 
seventh and eighth grade girls. 
The new rules outlaw nylon 
stockings, makeup, short and 
tight skirts and obtrusive hair 
styles. 
This week, more than 150 girls 
and 100 mothers attended a 
P-TA meeting in the school 
gymnasium to hear talks about 
school-time appearance and see 
a school fashion show. Principal 
Earl Thomason explained the

tions. The parents applauded; 
not so, many of the girls. 
Marin Junior College District 
trustees outlawed bare feet this 
year in a minor crackdown after 
repeated complaints last school 
year about sloppy dress on the 
College of Marin campus in 
Kentfield. 
Novato High School outlaws 
not only beards, but also Beatle 
haircuts, skintight pants on boys 
or dresses on girls, too-short 
skirts — and dirty, unkempt ap­ 
pearance. Principal Robert Wis- 
gerhM had to send some stu­ 
dents home last year for violat­ 
ing the rules, and is ready to 
so again this year. 
Similar rules apply in No­ 
vato’s junior high schools—Hill 
and San Jose — according to 
Supt. James G. Bunker. Below 
junior high level, the need for 
them is not so great. 
The rules vary in San Rafael 
schools. San Rafael High School 
has a rule against beards but 
Terra Linda High does not, ac­ 
cording to Supt. Bert C. Corona. 
College of Mann isn’t the only 
school that finds its necessary 
to ban bare feet. There’s such 
a ban, too, in West Marin School 
District, where the rural young 
sters go barefoot all summer 
and hate to don shoes again 
when school starts. There’s been 
a "real rash of barefooted stu 
dents” this fall, according to 
Supt. Howard Brose, but they’re 
told to put on shoes. 
Long-haired boys and short 
skirted 
girls 
are 
in 
revolt 
against conformity. School ad 
ministrators claim they don’l 
want to stifle individuality; but 
as Supt. Bert C. Corona of San 
Rafael schools put it, “We have 
to enforce limits when the ap­ 
pearance of a child creates i 
distraction to the classroom en 
vironment." 
There i s 
some 
complaint 
though, about lack of unformity 
in the rules. Some Marin par 
ents might welcome a county 


wide approach, like that in Te­ 
hama County, where the board 
of education adopted a set of 
rules for all school districts in­ 
cluding this one: 
“Short s k i r t s , low-hanging 
trousers or other garments of 
revealing and distracting na­ 
ture shall not be worn during 
school hours." 
Usually, parents support such 


restrictions; but there are ex­ 
ceptions. In Cleveland Heights, 
Ohio, Mrs. James Bell has chal­ 
lenged the right of the high 
school to bar her son because 
he wears a beard—even though 
the Parent-Teacher Assn. con­ 
curred in the restriction. Mrs. 
Bell says such rules merely add 
to teen-agers’ 
revolt against 
authority.

Critics of American involvement in 
the war in Viet Nam and their ilk, who 
demand the right to express their dis­ 
sent, apparently are not willing to ex­ 
tend the same courtesy to’ others with 
differing views. 
When Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, for­ 
mer ambassador to South Viet Nam, 
arrived in San Francisco at the invita­ 
tion of the Commonwealth Club, dem­ 
onstrators surrounded his car, blocked 
general. 
Here is a World War II hero, who 
deserves the respect, not only of our 
country but of the whole world for 
helping save civilization from Nazi 
barbarism. 
Now that the general is participat­ 
ing in the struggle of the free West 
against Communist totalitarianism, he 
is subjected to insults and indignities. 
The very ones who are insisting on 
their own right to free expression are 
resorting to physical abuse to stifle the

When Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
director of Selective Service, visited 
San Francisco some days ago, authori­ 
ties went to great pains to avoid ad­ 
vance publicity.

sumer counsel office, it was 
anticipated this was a prelude 
to abolishing this government 
agency, thereby wiping out a 
useless expenditure of taxpay­ 
er monies. 


BUT ONE CAN always leave 
lt to the bureaucrats to dream 
up desperate attempts to jus­ 
tify their continuation as a 
drain from the public trough. 
An effort along this line 
comes from the office of Hel­ 
en Nelson, Gov.

Brown’s adviser on “consum­ 
er problems” , Mrs. Nelson’s 
efforts, at $18,000 a year, have 
so far consisted of reporting 
too much water in canned 
hams, and a treatise on inter­ 
est rates. 
But the office has a new 
one called “Tomorrow’s Fam­ 
ilies” , which is a twelve-page 
booklet with a printing of 10,. 
000 copies, purporting to guide 
marrying teen-agers “toward 


mature practices in handling 
money.” 
“ In our affluent and tech­ 
nologically sophisticated econ­ 
omy,” says the b o o k l e t , 
“choice making is becoming 
increasingly difficult even for 
the experienced consumer. For 
young people, the old-fashioned 
method of gaining consumer 
experience through trial and 
error may prove financially 
disastrous. 


“THEY NEED guidance now 
in approaching the important 
function of choice making in 
family expenditures. They need 
an outlook based mi sound 
values and pertinent facts and 
an understanding of resources 
which may be available to help 
them.” 
The book a p p e a r s to be 
something more than lax in 
filling this need. But it does

money is available, if it is. 
“ If education is to maintain

WASHINGTON UP) - It’s the 
noise that’s missing. 


THIS HAS BEEN a year of 
tremendous accomplishment in 
Congress but the Democrats so 
outnumber the 
Republicans, 
and President Lyndon B. John­ 
son hovers over both so con­ 
stantly and soothingly, there 
is little open conflict. 
Washington, as a result, in 
this hot summer s e e m e d 
underheated. 
“As you see someone irritat­ 
ing you, just grin,” President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower said 
once, explaining his philosophy 
of getting along with people. 
There were plenty of times, of 
course, when he didn’t look 
happy at all. 


BUT THIS, and his avoidance 
of personal feuds, was the 
basis for his particular era of 
good feelings when he was in 
the White House and, for most 
of that time, the Democrats 
controlled Congress. 
Luckily for him, they were 
very cooperative, which helped 
him looking pleasant. But then 
he didn’t have anyone on his 
back as President Harry S. 
Truman did. Sens. Robert A. 
Taft and Joseph R. McCarthy 
were always on him. 
He was always embattled 
but then no president in 20 
years has had to make such 
momentous 
d e c i s i o n s 
as 
Truman. 
F. Kennedy before him, follow­ 
ed the Eisenhower pattern ra­ 
ther than Truman’s but with 
different results. 
Kennedy had a tougher time 
than Johnson. In his years the 
Democrats’ margin over the 
Republicans in Congress was 
so slim that he never came 
close to Johnson’s success in 
getting his programs through. 


BUT JOHNSON is also a far 


better political technician than 
Kennedy and he works around 
the clock lining up votes for 
his legislation. And Johnson is 
luckier than Truman in one 
way. 
The Republican Senate lead­ 
er, Everett M. Dirksen of 
Illinois, is one of his best 
helpers. Any Republican oppo­ 
sition in the Senate has been 
mostly insignificant. 
Johnson has had trouble with 
the Republican House leader, 
Gerald R. Ford of Michigan, 
who has been his most persis­ 
tent critic in that body. But 
this is where Johnson’s politi­ 
cal professionalism shows up. 
Johnson pays close attention 
to public opinion polls. They 
show he has wide popular sup­ 
port, which is the opposite of 
what the 1964 elections showed 
for the Republicans. 
Therefore, Johnson apparent­ 
ly figures, he has little to gain 
by getting into a shouting 
match with Ford. He just takes 
occassional swipes at him. 
Johnson apparently figured 
the 
percentages 
again 
last 
week when a member of his 
own party, Sen. J. W. Ful- 
bright of Arkansas, chairman 
of the Senate’s Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, made a 16- 
page 
speech 
attacking 
the 
Johnson administration’s tac­ 
tics during the Dominican Re­ 
public revolt. 
Johnson said not a word, let­ 
ting others do it for him. Dirk­ 
sen had a batch of Democrats 
rushed to Johnson’s defense. 
If the President had let him­ 
self get drawn into an argu­ 
ment with Fulbright, the issue 
Fulbright raised would have 
drawn far more public atten­ 
tion than it did. The whole 
thing subsided in a couple of 
days. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Dr. King Stills Talk 
On Viet Nam, Peking

one who does the least about

WASHINGTON-Dr. Martin 
Luther King is having second 
thoughts about his loudly pro­ 
claimed c r u s a d e for Red 
China’s admission to the Unit­ 
ed Nations and negotiations 
with the Viet Cong. 
The turbulent civil rights 
leader is piping down on this 
as he did on his equally sten- 
toriously - hooplahed economic 
boycott of Alabama earlier 
this year. 
After garnering 
widespread headlines on that, 
King quietly stopped fulminat­ 
ing and nothing has been heard 
of it since. 
The same thing is now hap­ 
pening on his fanfared cam­ 
paign to bring Peiping into the 
UN, and to bring the U.S. and 
Viet Cong to the negotiating 
table. 


BEHIND THIS latest flip- 
flop are a number of factors, 
foremost among them. 
Mounting bitter backstage 
criticism and opposition from 
responsible civil rights leaders, 
including some in his own or­ 
ganization, to directly linking 
their embattled domestic move­ 
ment with highly explosive 
foreign issues. 
The decades-old Logan Act, 
which expressly prohibits pri­ 
vate individuals from meddling 
in foreign affairs — such as 
w r i t i n g Hanoi’s Communist 
ruler. Ho Chin Minh, as King 
announced he planned to do. 
King has been pointedly told 
this would violate the law and 
lay him open to prosecution. 
Strong possibility of a con­ 
gressional investigation t h a t 
would include King’s personal 
as well as public activities. 
Certain congressional leaders 
have long had such a probe in 
mind. The charge that King 
was flouting the Logan Act 
could trigger this investigation. 


THAT WAS the real signifi­ 
cance behind Sim T h o m a s 
Dodd’s 
short but blistering 
castigation of King last week. 
A member of the Internal Se­ 
curity Investigating Subcom­ 
mittee, the Connecticut Demo­ 
crat was serving notice on 
King to watch his step. 
“ I hope no one will be turned 
against the civil rights move­ 
ment by Dr. King’s ill-advised 
v e n t u r e in the sphere of 
foreign affairs,” said Dodd. 
“ He has absolutely no compe­ 
tence to speak about complex 
matters of foreign policy. And 
it is nothing short of arrogance 
w h a n K a ( c lr a a if n n n n h i m c o l f 


to thus undermine the policies 
of the president.” 
Congressional 
a u th o ritie s 
have definitely established that 
18 of those arrested last month 
for p a r t i c i p a t i n g in the 
“ march” on the Capitol to pro­ 
test U.S. policies in Viet Nam 
are civil rights activists, posi­ 
tively identified as taking part 
in Mississippi freedom rides, 
sit-ins of various kinds and 
Negro registration drives. 
This clear-cut linking of civil 
rights militants and antl-Viet 
Nam demonstrators is viewed 
as highly significant by con­ 
gressional investigators. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
is seeking to exile Gen. Wessm 
y Wessin again—this time from 
the U.S. 
On direct orders from the 
White House, Secretary Dean 
Rusk is sounding out diplomats 
here to find a Latin American 
government willing to accept 
the dedicated anti-Communist 
general when he is again de­ 
ported. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
said at an unannounced meet­ 
ing of administration policy­ 
makers that Wessin had to be 
silenced. 
The president revealed that 
his congressional aides had re- 
c e i v e d word that a House 
Foreign Affairs Subcommittee 
was launching a full-scale in­ 
vestigation of the “ Wessin af­ 
fair” and planned to call the 
exiled general to hear his 
atory. 
Reps. William Mailliard, R- 
Calif., and H. R. Gross, R-lowa, 
questioned the State Depart­ 
ment’s intentions after receiv­ 
ing details that the same CIA 
agents who tried to bribe Gen­ 
eral Wessin to leave the Do­ 
minican R e p u b l i c also ap­ 
proached Gen. de Los Santos. 


BOTH GENERALS indig­ 
nantly rejected the attempts to 
buy them off, according to in­ 
formation furnished the GOP 
legislators. 
General de Los Santos flatly 
told the two CIA agents he in­ 
tended to remain in his post 
to insure against Communist 
seizure of power, and that no 
money could buy his patriot­ 
ism. 
Both Generals Wessin and de 
Los Santos have charged the 
U.S. with aiding the Commu­ 
nists in the Dominican Repub­ 
lic by forcing the removal of 
all strong anti-Communist gen­ 
erals from positions of power 
in the country’» military or­ 
ganization.

Not Amusing In Political Life

Cool Main Drag Makes 


Commute Crush Seem Real Speedy 


Bumper-to-bumper traffic is 
an anathema to Marin County 
adults who find themselves 
commuting in the thick of it 
every morning and evening. 
To the county’s younger set, 
however, it is “ camp” . . . 
“ in” . . . “ the thing to do.” 


NOWHERE 
is 
this made 
more obvious than on Fourth 
Street in downtown San Ra­ 
fael. By day, the street is 
crammed 
to 
capacity 
with 
cars 
piloted 
by 
harrassed 
housewives searching for that 
elusive parking place in front 
of the shop of their desire. 
At night, while breadwinner 
and homemaker unwind from 
the day’s tensions in front of 
the television set, that same 
main drag becomes the scene 
of a rather awe-inspiring so­ 
cial phenomenon. 
Homework done, the coun­ 
ty’s teen-age population be­ 
comes mobile. They climb into 
their own cars or cars of their 
parents or friends. Then, laz­ 
ily, as if unintentionally, they 
begin to migrate. With the in­ 
stinct of the salmon heading 
upstream to spawn, they all 
seem to end up on Fourth 
Street, San Rafael, cruising 
the main drag. 


The resulting traffic is as 
bad, if not worse, as that 
weathered 
by their 
fathers 
while commuting to and from 
work along Highway 101. Their 
attitude to the congestion, how­ 
ever, is just the opposite. 


IF THE TRAFFIC is light 
and they spend little time in 
touring the main drag, then 
the town is “ dead.” There is 
no action and it probably is 
time to head home for an hour 
of watching the “ boob tube” 
before they turn in. 
This is rarely the c a s e 
though. The normal night-time 
tour of Fourth Street takes 
about 20 minutes and it is stop 
and go traffic all the way— 
really groovy! When a car 
filled with youngsters hits the 
end of the drag—usually about 


Fourth and Lincoln—it is time 
to turn around and make the 
scene in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 


This rather peculiar traffic 
jam is pure ritual. Anyone who 
decides it could be an enjoy­ 
able way of passing an eve­ 
ning had best know the rules 
before he cases his auto out 
into the Fourth Street stream. 


FIRST, is is generally a stag 
function. Both sexes are well 
represented during the drag, 
but they are in different cars. 
This enables social interaction 
at a distance. It is comparable 
to the teen-age dance, where 
one’s partner is liable to be 
anywhere within a 10 foot ra­ 
dius on the dance floor. 


Second, one’s position in the 
car—at most times—should in­ 
dicate complete indifference. 
This is usually accomplished 
by slouching down on the seat 
and leaning one’s head back. 
One’s head may be turned 
only when a car filled with 
members of the opposite sex 
rolls by. It is often helpful to 
wear dark glasses. This en­ 
ables the participant to glance 
from side to side without giv­ 
ing himself away. 


THE LAST important rule 
governs the method of conver­ 
sation. If there is a fellow' 
in a neighboring car one wants 
to “ put down” or a girl whose 
qualities 
merit 
praise, 
the 
comments 
should 
never 
be 
made directly to the objects 
of the praise or scorn. 


In a practiced tone of voice, 
one speaks to a companion in 
his own car about this other 
person. If done right, the mes­ 
sage will carry to the person 
in the other car and one will 
have “ kept his cool.” 
To the practical mind, there 
seems only one advantage in 
this almost nightly ritual. In 
about 10 years, Marin is like­ 
ly to have a population of sub­ 
urbanites who can make some 
fun out of their daily com­ 
mute. 


BOY AND MAN. I ’ve had 
many a chuckle over the won­ 
derful nonsense of Lewis Car­ 
roll. The adventures of Alice 
with that delightful group of 
kooks who inhabit Wonderland 
and the utterly logical illogi­ 
cality of their double talk, I 
was certain, would never lose 
their charm. 
But that was while the char­ 
acters remained 
within 
the 
realm of fiction. Somehow, as 
they come to life in the queer 
era and the King rules over a 
court that includes the Mad 
Hatter, the March Hare and 
Humphrey-Dumphrey, I am— 
like Queen Victoria — not 
amused. In fact, I ’m scared 
stiff. 
Not that the King isn’t a 
hard working fellow-. After all, 
he appears on TV more often 
than Peyton Place and, like 
the other stars, he has to rise 
early to study his lines, see 
that his clothes are properly 
pressed, and put on his make­ 
up. And he has to do all this 
in the dark, because the lights 
are off in his studio for rea­ 
sons of economy. His electrici­ 
ty bill is probably now $14 a 
mont h under Eisenhower’s, 
and that’s not bad campaign 
material. 


BUT HE KNOWS his way in 
the dark though, under the 
circumstances, one left hand 
might find it hard to know 
what the other was doing. He 
speaks his lines with authority, 
even if you cannot rely on the 
dictionary to decipher them. 
In 
Wonderland, 
as 
Carroll 
pointed out, the words mean 
only what the speaker chooses 
them to mean—and sometimes 
that’s anybody’s guess. 
Thus not long ago we were 
promised—and got—a tax cut 
that left the puzzled taxpayer 
just a little worse off than 
before if he hadn't read the 
fine print. 
And now we have an educa­ 
tion bill that will insure the 
best of professors and equip­ 
ment for the colleges and pro­ 
vide every one of us, regard­ 
less of sex, creed, color or 
previous condition of inepti­ 
tude, with a Ph. D. 
Yet we offset this boost for 
higher 
learning 
by 
passing 
what amounts to a bill of at­ 
tainder against certain states 
and compel them to allow their 
citizens to vote even if they 
can only sign their names with 


an X. Still, that’s all any of us 
is allowed to mark his ballot 
with, come to think of it. 
The Chief Justice, at a con­ 
ference on world peace, talks 
solemnly of respect for inter­ 
nation law. Yet. if there’s a 
riot, we immediately appropri­ 
ate millions to improve the lot 
of the rioters—but not one cent 
of tribute for the widows and 
orphans of the police and the 
firemen who died preserving 
law and order. 


IT IS STILL considered ex-1 
tremely bad form to point out 
any weakness in the U. N., 
that ever-loving body of peace­ 
ful states to which both India 
and Pakistan belong. The solu-1 
tion for any difficulties, ac- ■ 
cording to some eminent March < 
Hares, is to admit non-violent j 
Red China; 
then everything 
will be hunky-dory. 
Secretary Rusk boasts we 
have alliances with some 42 
nations, but these are apparent-j 
ly unilateral. We have been 
trying to get our allies to help 
out in Viet Nam, but some I 
have responded by shipping 
food and what might be con­ 
sidered war material to Hanoi. 
The administration’s heart 
bleeds for the embattled farm­ 
er. But here in California, 
thanks to government interfer­ 
ence, a large part of our 
tomato crop was lost because 
there was no one to pick it. 
(I said pick it—not picket.) 
Yet all the while able-bodied 
men nearby were drawing re­ 
lief pay—which, of course, is 
non - taxable anl requires no 
stoop labor. 
And. in line with this reason­ 
ing. 1 have just read an article 
by a California savant who 
deems the Young Republicans 
unfair in d e n o u n c i n g Sen. 
Thomas Kuchel as a pseudo- 
Republican. He produces fig­ 
ures to prove that, out of 100 
roll calls last year, the Senator 
voted 40 per cent of the time 
with his party. What do those 
YRs demand, in h e a v e n ’ s 
name, a passing mark? 
When those young extremists 
argue that the GOP whip has 
deserted his party, they are 
promptly charged with juvenile 
delinquency. But what was it 
when Kuchel refused to en­ 
dorse 
cither 
Goldwater 
or 
George Murphy in the latter’s 
Senate race—middle-aged de­ 
linquency? Careful. That un­ 


sound conclusion would mark 
you as a far-out right-winger. 
Think 
it over, calmly and 
illogically, and you’ll get the 
right answer. 


INCIDENTALLY, we have a 
new Republican splinter group 
here—this one composed of 
“ moderates” who think 40 per 
ent is pretty high — and its 
president, on TV the other 
night, refused to say whom 
he’d voted for in 1964. con­ 
tending that was his private 
business. This would be the 
ideal guy to be out ringing 
doorbells for you 
At least, that’s what the Mad 
Hatter would say.

| hearts from dummy and lets it 
[ride for a finesse. 
When the finesse wins, South 
is home. In fact, if the oppon­ 
ents are not careful he may even 
make an overtrick. 
The point is that South is safe 
if the trump finesse happens to 
lose. In that case there will be 
no trumps out, and declarer will 
have two trumps in dummy for 
his two losing diamonds. 
It isn’t often that you can take 
a finesse and be safe whether 
the finesse wins or loses.

SACRAMENTO UP — A past! 
president of the California State 
Bar attacked the televising of 
court trials y e s t e r d a y on 
grounds it would subject the 
c o u r t r o o m to “ professional 
showmen.” 
“ I think we can have fair 
trial with a moderate amount 
of freedom of the press,” Frank 
Belcher told the Assembly Inter­ 
im Committee on Judiciary, 
which held a hearing on the 
subject of fair trial and free 
press in conjunction with the 
state bar convention. 
Belcher, of Los Angeles, said 
the State Judicial Council will 
consider this fall a proposal to 
p r o h i b i t still photographers 
and TV cameras in the court­ 
room. The rule would be simi­ 
lar to the controversial Canon 
35 of the American Bar Associ­ 
ation. 
Belcher, who said 48 states 
already have incorporated Can­ 
on 35 into their court rules, said 
he had no quarrel with the pub­ 
lic’s right to know but said TV 
cameras “ destroy the essential 
dignity” of a courtroom trial. 
The attorney said a trial 
should not be subject to “ profes­ 
sional showmen.”

WASHINGTON—If the wife com­ 
plains she has to do all the 
housework, she’s a member of 
a large and expanding group. 
The reason: domestic workers 
are regularly employed today by 
only one home in 12. In round 
n u m b e r s , that’s 4.8 million 
households. 
The Labor Department an­ 
nounced these figures in report­ 
ing the results of a pilot survey 
of household jobs. It defines 
these 
as 
including 
“private 
household workers’’ plus prac­ 
tical nurses, chauffeurs, garden­ 
ers and odd-job men. Altogether 
5.2 million people work in these 
4.8 million homes. 


These jobs appear most re- 
quently in homes where both 
the husband and wife work, their 
need for help is greater and 
they have more income to pay 
for the work. 


Only 8 per cent of the house­ 
holds are sufficiently affluent 
in this affluent society to em­ 
ploy more than one worker. 
Only one of four jobs was for 
a full week. The majority were 
for one day (39 per cent) or a 
half day or less (20 per cent). 


The largest category of do­ 
mestic is “day worker” (44 per 
cent). The rest of the jobs were 
distributed this way: baby sit 
ters, 19 per cent; cooks or 
maids, 13 per cent; housekeep­ 
ers,, 11 per cent; gardeners, 
per cent; and “other”—odd-job 
men, practical nurses, butlers, 
chauffeurs,

But the difficulty of matching 
workers with jobs is shown by 
the fact that 84.000 domestics 
were unemployed. 
Their unemployment rate de­ 
clined in a year to 5.4 per cent, 
from 5.8 per cent, and the total 
number of persons working in 
such jobs decreased bv about 
55.000. 
So, if a maid or a cook (or a 
chauffeur) 
cdn’t be obtained 
these days, the missing worker 
is probably one of those 55,000 
who went up or out—upgraded 
in skill and job, or out of the 
labor force entirely. 


The peaks of domestic em­ 
ployment p r o b a b l y came 
around the turn of the century 
and again in the twenties, at 
least from a percentage view­ 
point, the Labor Department 
estimates in the absence of 
formal statistics on the mat­ 
ter that far back. Then per­ 
haps one family in six had 
household help. 


New Vista Opens In Cancer 


Field With Study O f Insects 


ARE INSECTS capable of trans­ 
mitting cancer? There is considerable 
circumstantial evidence that this oc­ 
curs among those in certain areas of 
Africa and in laboratory animals. The 
idea is 
reasonable, 
provided 
the 
tumors are initiated by viruses. After 
all, we know that a number of infec­ 
tions caused by a variety of micro­ 
organisms are insect-transmitted. 
The tsetse fly is suspected as being 
the 
transmitter 
of 
a 
tumor 
among the inhabitants of trop­ 
ical Africa. The victim develops 
swellings of certain tissues and 
organs including the eyes, kid­ 
neys, salivary gland, liver, tes­ 
ticles, bone, ovary and brain. 
Involvement of the jawbone is 
common. Children under age 9 
are attacked most often.

Mosquitoes are said to carry 
tumor cells from one hamster 
to another. This is noted in the 
laboratory and represents a di­ 
rect transfer of the cancer to a 
susceptible host.

THE TUMORS occur among 
those living in tropical Africa, 
from the east coast to the west. 
The disease is not found north 
of the Sahara, in South Africa, 
or in the islands of Zanzibar 
and Pemba, only 30 miles off 
the tumor-bearing east coast. In 
addition, the growths have de­ 
veloped in Europeans, Asians 
and Africans, demonstrating the 
importance of the place and not 
the race. 
The theory that the tsetse fly 
transmits 
this 
agent 
comes 
from the observation that tem­ 
perature and rainfall influence 
viral growth. Tumor distribu­ 
tion is greater in the areas in­ 
fested by this insect. In addi­ 
tion, the area corresponds to 
the same geographical limits 
where other viral insect-borne | 
diseases are noted.

There seems to 
be a failure here, and among 
some video people in the east 
as well, to separate the Emmy 
show — which was indeed a 
bomb- from the new structure 
based on supposed excellence 
rather than “ best category en- j 
try.” 


If the 
Emmy 
awards are | 
ever to be regarded seriously, 
they must follow this year’s 
structure direction—in fact, go 
well beyond it, by frankly sepa­ 
rating the news prizes from the 
general aura of the show busi­ 
ness contest, and allowing pub­ 
lic affairs winners to be chosen 
completely independently of the 
current setup. 
There is no doubt, though 
that the Television Academy 
must decide which it considers 
more important—the awards or 
the show. If it gives priority to 
the awards, it must continue on 
its present path. If it feels it 
must present a fan-magazine- 
quality show, and soothe egos, 
then that is also a perfectly 
fair choice—but it means, of 
course, that under no conditions 
can the awards be taken se­ 
riously. 
There are some here who feel 
that favorite public performers 
should automatically gather re­ 
wards simply because they ap­ 
pear on a regular basis, no 
matter how routinely. It strikes 
me that a fellow who is earning 
$5,000 or $10.000 a week for un­ 
exceptional, or even routinely 
good work, is being amply re­ 
warded

The Cubans arrived at the 
refugee center Wednesday after 
being taken to Key West by a 
Coast Guard cutter. They left 
Cuba in two 36-foot boats.
